Grand Camp Confederate Veterans, Virginia. 

To the Commanders of Camps and Confederate Veterans of Vir- 
ginia : 

General Order No. 1. 

With a high appreciation of the honor conferred upon me I 
enter upon the duties of the office of Grand Commander, so gen- 
erously bestowed upon me by the Grand Camp at its meeting in 
Charlottesville, Va., with the wish and hope that I may fill the 
position with credit and efficiency. 

I need hardly say to Commanders of camps that the snccess of 
our organization depends upon the local camps. 

As in an army, the discipline and courage of its units determine 
its character and effectiveness. So with us; and if our local camps 
lose interest in our aims and purposes, become careless in their 
attendance upon their meetings, or the officers indifferent or negli- 
gent of their duties, the whole fabric will decay and crumble and 
become "a memory and nothing more." 

Commanders should endeavor to instill into their camps greater 
zeal and devotion to our objects, and strive to promote their growth 
and influence by regular meetings. The Adjutants should give 
attention to their very important work of keeping full and correct 
records of all proceedings, keeping their rosters correct, and should 
be impressed with the importance of making their regular reports 
to the Adjutant- General. 

When we meet in camp, freed for the time from the engross- 
ments of our daily tasks, our minds revert to the days of our army 
life, when most of us now living were beardless boys. Memory 
recalls our noble comrades who fell upon the battle-fields, or who 
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Languished and died in hospital or prison. We remember with 
what manly fortitude they bore their hardships, and with what 
unflinching courage they performed their duty. They were men 
in whose bosoms the pure flame of patriotism had consumed all 
grosser sentiment; their watchword Was duty, and they freely of- 
fered themselves upon the altar of their country's cause. ISTor can 
we forget the services of our daring and adventurous seamen, whose 
brilliant exploits commanded the admiration of the world. 

We remember the noble women who bore so heroically the trials 
and vicissitudes of war, who thought no sacrifice too great for the 
cause, and who passed through years of suffering and hardship 
with more than Spartan fortitude. 

That their memories may not be aspersed nor their cause 
maligned, and that future generations may know "the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth/' are the chief aims and 
purposes of our organization which we should never lose sight of. 

I therefore earnestly appeal to the officers and members of local 
camps for their hearty co-operation in increasing the influence and 
strengthening the hands of the Grand Camp in its efforts to pre- 
vent the teaching of incorrect and misleading histories to our 
children; in collecting and preserving materials and facts that the 
future, historian may be able to compile a correct history of the 
great conflict in which we were engaged. Much has been done 
by our historical committees, who have labored most faithfully 
and efficiently, but much yet remains to he clone. 

There still remain with us many of our comrades, who have 
found the battle of life a greater tax upon their strength and cour- 
age than the trying days of war; disabled by wounds, debilitated 
by disease, or pursued by relentless misfortune, they appeal, not 
only to such of us as may have been more fortunate, but all their 
countrymen for aid. The noble Daughters of the Confederacy 
have done a great work in assisting our poor or disabled comrades, 
but if our local camps would make their influence more distinctly 
felt in their communities, and by organized effort, locate these 
unfortunates and learn their condition, it would only need a 
statement of the facts to elicit a hearty response from all patriotic 
citizens in the relief of all worthy cases. It is the unfortunate who 
shrink from publicity we seek. 
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The movement, so far partly successful, to erect monuments in 
each county to the memory of those patriotic citizens who volun- 
teered in the service of their State, deserves and should receive our 
hearty endorsement and assistance. These will, in years to come, 
bear silent testimony to the honor in which they were held by their 
compatriots, and "though compelled to yield to overwhelming 
numbers and resources," they endeared themselves to their country- 
men by their valor and their devotion to those true principles of 
human liberty and human rights that have been the inspiration 
and underlying cause of all human progress and development since 
the dawn of civilization. 

One of the most charming features of our annual meetings is 
the delightful music and inspiring songs of the "Confederate 
Choir." While it may not be practicable for each camp to organize 
a "Choir," we should show our high appreciation of the services of 
these patriotic ladies, applaud their self-sacrificing spirit, and en- 
courage their devotion to our cause. 

"When marble wears away, 
And monuments are dust, 
The songs that guard our soldiers' clay 
Will still fulfill their trust." 



Relentless time is fast thinning our ranks, the "thin grey line" 
is daily more attenuated, and it is for the "Sons of Veterans" to 
continue and perfect our work. Wherever there is a Camp of 
Veterans there should also be a Camp of Sons, not to extol the 
prowess of their fathers, but to imbibe their spirit, learn the 
truth concerning the issues involved, and be prepared to take up 
the work when "Taps" shall have sounded for the last of the 
veterans and the bivouac of the dead is shrouded in eternal silence. 

"Let us work while it is yet day, for the night cometh when 
no man can work." 

The anniversary of the birth of our beloved leader, Robert E. 
Lee, occurs January 19, 1909, and that of his great lieutenant, 
"Stonewall" Jackson, two days later. We should not fail to ob- 
serve these occasions (their proximity admits their being observed 
together). They have covered our land with the glory of their 
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characters and achievements ; they have immortalized the cause for 
which they fought, and we but honor ourselves in paying fitting 
tribute to their memories. 

Long years have passed since the ragged remnants of the "Army 
of Northern Virginia" surrendered to their brave and indomitable 
opponents under the magnanimous Grant. Time has removed all 
hostile sentiment; we are loyal citizens of a common country and 
a common government. We have no quarrel with our former foes, 
we admire their valor and devotion to their cause, and we respect 
their opinions, but we are still true to our heroic dead, still true 
to the cause of civic liberty, and still true to the principles for 
which we fought.

Grand Commander's Report. 

Colonel S. S. Brooke, Grand Commander, read his report as 
follows : 
Comrades: 

I greet you on this, our twenty-second annual meeting, and con- 
gratulate you that so many are present. 

Our ranks are growing thinner, but we still present an un- 
broken front to carry on the good work for which we are or- 
ganized, and to renew our allegiance to the cause of truth and 
justice. 

I congratulate you that so many of our fair ladies are here to 
cheer us by their grateful presence and sympathy. They are 
worthy descendants of their noble mothers, whose heroic devotion 
to their country's cause in its hour of need and peril, shed a 
brighter lustre upon its annals than the armed battalions of their 
husbands and sons upon the battlefield. We meet in this beauti- 
ful and loyal Virginia city, whose sons bore so gallant and hon- 
( **' orable part in our great struggle, and we thank them for their 

words of welcome and most hospitable greeting. 

Since our last meeting one camp has been added to our roster, 
Camp No. 126, Crystal Hill, Halifax County, with R. T. Edwards, 
Commander, and W. A. Morefield, Adjutant; with twenty mem- 
bers to start with. We wish them a successful career. 

There appears to have been more interest infused in many of 
our local camps, and more have responded to the appeals of the 
Adjutant-General for reports, but there are yet some who appear 
deaf to all entreaties. Such camps are not fulfilling their duty 
to themselves, their comrades or their cause. The interest taken 
by the local camps in the work of the Grand Camp has perceptibly 
increased. The Grand Camp is now composed of 126 camps, most 
of them in fairly good working order, but there is still much room 
for improvement, and I trust that those camps that have hereto- 
fore been lacking in zeal may make more earnest efforts in the 
future.

Of the 126 camps (with 4,436 members) composing the Grand 
Camp, only seventy-four have made reports to our Adjutant-Gen- 
eral. It seems hard to impress upon the Adjutants of these de- 
linquent camps the importance of making these annual reports, 
from which only the condition of the camp can be ascertained. In 
view of our diminishing numbers, the importance of these reports 
is increasing annually. 

"Truth is mighty," but it will not prevail unless those in whose 
custody it is, use every effort for its publicity and exemplification. 
Every Confederate veteran in Virginia should identify him- 
self with some camp, that our imperfect ■ records may be improved 
and preserved for the use of the future historian. 

I call attention to the resolution offered by Comrade George J. 
Eogers and adopted at our last meeting, requesting each camp to 
mark the locations where engagements took place in their re- 
spective jurisdictions, and making report to the Grand Camp. This 
is an important matter, and each camp should lend its aid in 
putting it into effect. 

The resolution offered by Comrade Lamb, and adopted, in re- 
gard to preparing and recording a list of surviving ex-Confed- 
erates in each county, should be carried out, and the attention 
of local camps is called to its importance. 

The resolution of the Grand Camp, adopted at its last annual 
meeting, providing "when a comrade is nominated for an office 
in this camp, the comrade placing him in nomination shall per- 
sonally furnish to the Adjutant- General the record of the nom- 
inee, which shall be read to camp," is effective at this meeting, and 
will be observed now and henceforth. 

In response to a resolution offered by Past Grand Commander 
William H. Stewart at our last meeting, a committee of fifteen was 
appointed May 5th, upon the request of General Irvine C. "Walker, 
to take under consideration the proposed monument to Confederate 
women. The committee still has the matter under advisement. 
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Since our last meeting one of our Past Commanders has an- 
swered the last roll call, Colonel Thomas Lewis, of Eoanoke, who 
presided over this Grand Camp in 1894. He was a good soldier 
and a faithful comrade. Peace to his ashes. 

Comrade William Kean, of Louisa, long chairman of the Com- 
mittee on "Good of Camp," has also departed this life. In testi- 
mony of the high esteem in which he was held by those who knew 
him best, the camp in Louisa has recently changed its name to 
"William Kean Camp." 

There are doubtless others unknown to me who have "passed 
over the river." Of them we may say, they have "fought a good 
fight ; they have kept the faith." 

"On fame's eternal camping ground 

Their silent tents are spread, 
And glory guards with ceaseless round 
The bivouac of the dead." 

I cannot close this report without expressing my high appre- 
ciation Of efficiency and courtesy of your Adjutant-General, who 
has discharged the onerous duties of his office with a zeal and 
fidelity that cannot be excelled. 

Under a recent act, our Legislature authorized cities and coun- 
ties to levy a special tax of five per cent, for the benefit and relief of 
the Confederate soldiers within their jurisdiction. I am informed 
that some counties and cities have this year levied this tax, to be 
distributed to the needy Confederate soldiers. It is to be hoped 
other communities will follow this example. 

And now, comrades, as my term of office draws to a close, per- 
mit me to express my gratitude for the great honor you have con- 
ferred upon me and which I regard as second to none that can be 
accorded a citizen of this broad land, a lively remembrance of 
which will go with me to the grave. Eespectfully,

of whom has, even amid difficulties many, been able to formulate 
tabulated report of such "camps" in his district as he was fortunate 
enough to obtain data therefrom.

It is much to be regretted that so many camps failed/to furnish 
-reports," since we are thus debarred the satisfaction/such infor- 
mation would have given us, but it is a source of gratification that 
over ninety (90) camps were alive to the situation and reported 
fully to the "assistant inspectors-general," thus co-operating to 
keep alive the interest in and aiding in keeping up our organization 
as a Grand Camp of Confederate Soldiers. 

Delinquent Camps, etc. 

Several things are surprising. One is that any "camp" can take 

so little interest in our organization as to be unwilling to give a 

little time and take a little trouble to "report" statistics that are 

valuable as matter of history and would be pleasing to their 

comrades.

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Comrade D. A. Brown, Jr., moved that an appropriation of one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars be made to Old Ladies' Home 
(wives, etc., of Confederate soldiers), Richmond, Va., which, on 
motion, was adopted. 

Major E. W. Hunter, Secretary of Military Records, offered the 
following, which was adopted : 

Whereas, The work of compiling the Rosters of the officers and enlisted 
men of the Southern States in the Confederate service will be greatly 
facilitated if check-lists of said Rosters, now on file in the War Depart- 
ment, are furnished to said States, Be it 

Resolved, By the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia: 
That the Secretary of War be requested to detail a competent clerk or 
clerks of his department to prepare, from the files of his office, a check 
list of the Confederate rolls of the Virginia soldiers for use in the com- 
pilation of the Virginia Roster, and that Governor Swanson be asked to 
communicate this resolution to the Secretary of War. 

In explanation of this resolution, Major Hunter said : 

"The rule of the War Department 'not to permit any person, 
other than an employee of the department to have access to the 
official records,' has greatly retarded my labors. If my request, 
made in my official capacity, to be allowed to make a check list 
of the Virginia rolls on file in the department had been granted, 
I could have prosecuted my work with a definiteness and concen- 
tration of aim which would have secured much larger results. 
But not knowing which of our rolls were on file, and which were 
missing, I have had to cover the whole field, to "fire into the 
flock," and "shell the woods," so to speak. 

It is but fair to the War Department, however, to give its rea- 
sons for this rigid rule, which, it must be admitted, are very sound, 
from its standpoint. As summarized by Major-General Ainsworth 
in bis annual report for 1906, they are: 

1. Many of the records have become so, dilapidated through age and 
years of handling, that it is not safe to subject them to further handling. 

2. A document misplaced is almost as hopelessly lost as if it were wil- 
fully abstracted from the files. It is unsafe, therefore, to permit any one 
to have access to the records who is not trained in their use and legally 
subject to the control of the department. 
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:{. Because of tlie restricted space available it has been necessary to 
file the records in such a way that only those who have been especially 
trained in their use can find any particular record or class of records. 
The constant aid and attendance of an employee of the department would 
be necessary to enable anyone unfamiliar with the files to make a suc- 
cessful search of them, whose services would be lost to the department 
and the current work correspondingly interfered with. 

Major Hunter submitted the following, which was also adopted : 

Whereas, The Congress of the United States, by its Act of February 
25, 1903, authorized and required the Chief of the Record and Pension 
Office "to compile tinder the direction of the Secretary of War, from 
such records as are in possession of the United States, and from other 
authentic records as may be obtained by loan from the various States 
and other official sources, a complete roster of the Union and Confederate 
Armies," and 

Whebeas, By reason of the completeness of the records of the Union 
Army there was little work to be done in compiling the Roster of the 
Union troops and said Union Roster is now virtually completed, while the 
Roster of the Confederate troops is reported to be "still far from com- 
plete," and 

Whereas, Under the rule of the W T ar Department, none but original 
rolls, and records contemporaneous with the war period, are accepted in 
the compilation of the Roster, and it is probable that all original Con- 
federate rolls obtainable have already been secured and copied by the 
War Department, Be it 

Resolved, That the Senators and Representatives of the Southern States 
be requested to use their best efforts to induce Congress to provide for 
the publication of the War Department compilation of rosters at the 
earliest time practicable, and, for the reasons above set forth, that the 
Confederate part of said Roster, be first published. 

In explanation of this resolution, Major Hunter said that "As 
the Secretary of War viewed the law, 'It was the intent of Con- 
gress to publish and thus make accessible to the various States, and 
to all persons interested, all the historical data that are contained 
in the original rolls and other similar records of the War Period 
that are in possession of the War Department or that can be found 
elsewhere,' adding that 'the information thus placed at the dis- 
posal of the State will enable them, if they so desire, to compile 
their own Rosters, in their own way, using as a source of additional 
information any other data that may seem to them sufficiently 
reliable to be incorporated in their Rosters.' " 
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On motion, the Grand Camp proceeded to the election of officers 
for the following, records of the service in the Confederate Army 
being read and reported in each case :

Comrade P. J. White read the following preamble and resolu- 
tions from Mrs. E. D. Taylor, President of the Hollywood Memorial 
Association, which, on motion of Comrade Stratton, were adopted: 

Richmond, Va., October 8, 1909. 

The Hollywood Memorial Association of Richmond, Va., com- 
posed of ladies devoted to the memories and principles of the 
Confederate Cause, was organized May 3, 1866, with the object, as 
stated in its charter, of taking "suitable measures for the protection 
of the graves of the Confederate soldiers who lie buried near Rich- 
mond, and to erect such memorials over or near them as the society 
may deem most proper." 

There are more than sixteen thousand Confederate soldiers, 
representing every State which sent men to the Confederate armies, 
buried in the "soldiers' section" in Hollywood, many of these 
having been removed hither from Gettysburg, the battlefields 
around Richmond and oilier places. The unceasing "labor of 
love" of this association has been devoted to keeping alive the 
memories and keeping in order the graves of these patriots who 
"died for their States." 

In October, 186*7, the association held a bazaar and raised 
nearly thirty thousand dollars, with which a "memorial granite 
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pile" was erected, forty-live feet square at the base and ninety 
feet high, which "will mark for ages the last resting-place of those 
whose unfaltering devotion it commemorates/' and as an "en- 
during tribute of heroic virtue cemented by the ties of sympathy 
and love." The association has also caused the whole grounds 
containing these graves, consisting of nine and one-third acres in 
Hollywood, to be laid off and marked with granite posts, and has 
caused a record to be made, as far as it was possible to do so, 
giving the location of each grave, the name of tbe soldier, his 
command and the State from which he enlisted. It has also had 
these grounds- kept in good order all through these more than 
forty years, at an annual expense of nearly eight hundred dollars, 
and with each recurring spring, it has caused appropriate memorial 
services to be held. 

Until about five years ago, the whole labor and expense attending 
these services and ceremonies were performed and borne by this 
association. At that time, owing to the death of nearly every mem- 
ber of the original organization and the consequent inability of 
the association to meet the expenses necessary to take proper care 
of these Confederate graves, the ladies made an appeal for help 
to the Legislature of Virginia. Notwithstanding the fact that 
some of the members of that body entertained grave doubts as to 
the right of the State, under the present constitution, to make an 
appropriation for this purpose, yet the State has, since that time, 
made an annual appropriation of sixteen hundred and ninety-five 
dollars to the several memorial associations of Virginia for 
"keeping in order the graves of Confederate dead." Of this sum 
the Hollywood Association has received annually five hundred 
dollars; and if this amount could be assured to it through all the 
years to come, the association would not make any further appeal 
for help in this, to them, the most sacred cause. The association 
must, however, recognize the fact that, with the lapse of years 
increasing the distance from the war, and bringing new actors on 
the stage of life, the continuance of this appropriation by the 
State, which can be made for only two years at a time, must be- 
come more and more precarious. 

The Hollywood Cemetery Company, a separate and distinct cor- 
poration from the Ladies' Hollywood Memorial Association, and 
within whose enclosures are the graves in which the Confederate 
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dead cared for by this association are embraced, is a corporation 
with ample financial ability to carry out any contract it may make. 

It is customary with many of the lot owners in Hollywood, by 
the payment of such a sum in cash as will yield an annuity suffi- 
cient for that purpose, to put their lots in the "perpetual care" 
of the Cemetery Company, and the Cemetery Company enters into 
a contract with the lot owner to keep his lot in good order through 
all time. The Cemetery Company has made an offer to the Holly- 
wood Memorial Association to the effect that, if the association 
will pay to it in cash the sum of eight thousand dollars, which, at 
six per centum per annum, would yield an annuity of four hundred 
and eighty dollars, it would contract to keep in "perpetual care" 
and in good order, the grounds and graves of the Confederate 
dead now cared for by the Hollywood Memorial Association. 

The association is satisfied that this is a liberal offer on the 
part of the Hollywood Cemetery Company, and it is most anxious 
to be put in a position to be able to make this contract. It has 
not the means of doing so, however, and can only obtain them by 
an appeal such as this to the State, some of whose dead are buried 
in Hollywood, and whose graves, along with those of the dead 
soldiers of every other Southern State, have been for so many 
years cared for by this association. 

Believing, as the members of this association do, that the Legis- 
lature of Virginia will be glad of an opportunity to make this con- 
tribution to this object which, at three per cent., will really cost 
the State less than one-half the amount now annually appropriated, 
and which is the only monument they desire to be erected to them, 
the members of this association appeal to you to bring this matter 
to the attention /of the Legislature, and to ask from it an appro- 
priation of eight thousand dollars, to enable it to complete their 
patriotic work, and thus secure for all time the proper care and 
preservation of the graves of those who died in defense of our 
homes and firesides. Respectfully submitted,

only monument they ask for, or desire; Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Grand Camp of Confederate Veterans of Virginia, that 
we heartily endorse the movement of the Hollywood Memorial Association, 
as set forth in the preamble hereto, and unite with it in asking the General 
Assembly to appropriate the sum of eight thousand dollars to put the 
graves of the Confederate dead in Hollywood in the "perpetual care" of

nor the date of his discharge; and the General Assembly of Virginia > 
is hereby earnestly requested to make such changes in the present law as 
will meet and obviate the difficulty herein presented.
